A Hunter Rd. resident says 
the smell from a neighbouring 
property has been so bad for 
the last five years he hasn't been 
able to sit outside or have a bar- 

But worse than that, Richard 
Zirger says he has lost crops, or 
a good percentage of them, 
from contaminants emitted 
from an anaerobic digester next 
door to his orchards—a claim 
he can't prove. 

But he isn't alone—other 
growers in the neighbourhood 
have also lost their produce, yet 
on the other side of the street, 
he says, the fruit has been fine. 

And now, he's afraid it's

The problems for Zirger 
began more than five years 
ago when Randy Van Berkel, 
the third generation to run 
Vandermeer Greenhouses, 
went looking for an alterna¬ 
tive source of power for the 
family business. He turned 
to what seemed like a green 
solution that would benefit 
his bottom line and put 
power on the local grid. 

To offset the cost of heat¬ 
ing the Four Mile Creek Rd. 
business which specialized 
in growing chrysanthe¬ 
mums, he applied for and 
received approval from the 
Town for an anaerobic 
digester, designed to turn 
organic waste into methane 
gas. His plan was to use 
grape pomace, grass clip¬ 
pings from local landscap¬ 
ers, green peppers and com¬ 


mercial dog food that didn't 
make the grade to feed the 
digesters. 

But a year later, 
Vandermeer’s was in receiv¬ 
ership, neighbours were suf¬ 
fering from the stink of a 
variety of organic material, 
including chicken guts, and 
tender fruit was being con¬ 
taminated by the gas emit¬ 
ted from the process, charg¬ 
es Zirger, whose allegations 
have not been proven in 

He says the digesters 
were designed to be oper¬ 
ated on large farms of 400 
acres or more, not border¬ 
ing the small farm parcels 
and homes such as those 
nearest the Vandermeer 
property. 

He learned at a Toronto 
court house last week that 
the sale of the Vandermeer 
property behind him by the 
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Richard Zirger 
has lost all his 
peach trees, 
which were clos¬ 
est to the digest¬ 
er, and last year 
lost his nectarine 
crop. He believes 
it’s contaminants 
from the gas the 
digester emits 
killing his tender 
fruit trees, 
although he says 
he can’t prove it. 


receivers can move ahead, 
free of any encumbrance 
from a law suit he has 
launched to try to stop the 
digesters. The legal action 
was standing in file way of 
the sale, he said. 

Green Tower Industries 
of Quebec, the company 
interested in buying the 
greenhouses, is already 
operating a reduced portion 
of the business, and has 
until May 23 to complete the 


Zirger fears the company, 
which specializes in renew¬ 
able energy from organic 
material, will use the green¬ 
houses to sort garbage and 
intensify the operation of 
the digesters. 

George Lepp, a local ten¬ 
der fruit grower who lives 
nearby, farms Zirger’s prop- 

Lepp has seven other 
locations around NOTL that 


he farms, and none have 
experienced the problems 
that he and other growers 
near the digesters have 
experienced. 

The peach trees he pulled 
out of Zirger’s property, 
which were right beside the 
digesters, were nine years 
old, he said, “and it’s very 
rare to have to pull out nine- 
year-old trees. It wasn’t just 
that the crop was bad, the 
trees were no longer viable." 


And last year’s nectarines 
grown near the digester 
were the only ones that were 
lost, even though he was 
doing exactly the same thing 
with the same crop in other 

“The dome on the digest¬ 
er was opened up for main¬ 
tenance, gas was emitted, 
and within a few days the 
fruit began to rot, and we 
couldn’t stop it."

He said there are at least 
five growers in the area, 
including Abe Epp, who 
like him has other loca¬ 
tions he farms, who suf¬ 
fered the same loss of nec¬ 
tarines on properties near 
the digester. 

But he agrees with 
Zirger that it is hard to 
prove the relationship— 
there are too many 
unknown factors. 

On different days, dif¬ 
ferent products will go into 
the digester, how it’s han¬ 
dled may be different, and 
what comes out is differ¬ 
ent, he said. 

The stench "can be 
extraordinarily bad one 
day and the next day not so 
bad." 

As for why a particular 
block of fruit trees has suf¬ 
fered, he said, “we don’t 
know exactly why, and we 

He does know that it is 
nothing he has seen before, 
no disease or traditional 
issue he has ever experi- 


He’s had men walk out 
of the field and quit work¬ 
ing because of die smell, 
he said. 

Zirger called a meeting 
of neighbours on the week¬ 
end to talk about his con¬ 
cerns, and expected about 
15 people to attend. 
Instead, 40 people showed 
up, sharing his concerns. 
They are in the process of 
circulating a petition that 
they hope will put an end 
to the operation of the 
digester. 

So far, he said, any dis¬ 
cussions he’s had with offi¬ 
cials, including four MPPs, 
have brought understand¬ 
ing and sympathy, but no 
answers. 

"Nobody's done any¬ 
thing to help us,” he says. 

“We can’t find anybody 
who says ‘let’s fix it.’" 

Although he can’t sue 
the prospective owners if 
the sale goes through, he 
says he plans to continue 
with litigation against oth¬ 
ers, including the Ministry 
of the Environment, the 


Province of Ontario and 
the Town of NOTL, hoping 
to rid the neighbourhood 
of the effects of the digest- 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
says while he is well aware 
of the concerns of neigh¬ 
bours and growers, and the 
impending sale of the busi¬ 
ness, “I don’t know that 
there’s much we can do. 
For us to prove the prob¬ 
lems with the fruit are 
caused by the digester 
would be difficult.” 

Green Tower president 
Elias Basile says he can’t 
speak for what might have 
happened in the past. 

But he said there are 
peach trees on the 17-acre 
Vandermeer property— 
and they are thriving, 
beautiful trees. 

Zirger agrees, but says 
the orchard is out of the 
direction of the prevailing 
winds, and so is protected. 

Basile also says he has 
approval from the Ministry 
of the Environment for 
what he can use in the 
digester, and none of it 


would damage fruit trees 

“It allows us to use 
dairy, deli, baked goods, 
fruit and vegetables, and 
fish. That’s the extent of 
our organics,” he says. 

The source of the organ¬ 
ic waste could be grocery 
stores or fruit growers, he 

“I can say without a 
doubt that we don’t con¬ 
taminate fruit trees.” 

He can’t say that there 
will never be an odour that 
will disturb residents, but 
he says if operated prop¬ 
erly, the odour should be 
minimal. 

Green Tower is a family- 
owned business, and he is 
one of the family, he says. 
And he loves growing flow¬ 
ers as much as he loves 
anaerobic digesters. All 76 
of the greenhouses on the 
Four Mile Creek Rd. prop¬ 
erty will remain in flower 
production. 

And although he’s not 
on the property, “I get pho¬ 
tos. The flowers that just 
bloomed are drop-dead 


gorgeous." 

The greenhouses, he 
says, will not be used as a 
dumping ground for organ¬ 
ic material to feed the 
digester. 

His family owns other 
farms, in Ontario and 
Quebec, and grows flow¬ 
ers, strawberries and cab¬ 
bage, “and we’ve never had 
a complaint.” 

He understands, he 
adds, “that we stepped into 
a beehive of a location” 
with the Vandermeer 
Greenhouses. 

His provincial approval 
to operate the digester 
"doesn't allow us to bring 
in anything that would do 
any harm to anything,” he 
says, and he welcomes 
meeting his neigbours and 
answering any questions 
or concerns they might 

“They can pick up the 
phone and call me,” he 

“I take my neighbours 
seriously. I don’t want to 
do anything to upset my 
neighbours. That's not why 


I’m there.” 

In the early days, when 
the Van Berkels were try¬ 
ing to work out issues with 
the digester, said Lepp, “a 
lot of us were tolerant 
while they struggled, hop¬ 
ing they would get it run¬ 
ning properly, but that 
didn't happen.” 

But there are growers in 
the neighbourhood who 
can’t pass a CanadaGAP 
audit, a program which 
ensures produce is safe to 
be sold, because of the 
proximity to the digester, 
he says. 

“We need to make sure 
we do what we can to 
restore the tender fruit 
lands. The livelihood of 
growers is at stake." 

Kate Jordan, a spokes¬ 
person for the Ministry of 
the Environment, wouldn’t 
comment on whether the 
digester could be a source 
of contamination to nearby 
fruit trees. 

"Because the case is 
currently before the courts 
it would not be appropri¬ 
ate to comment,” she said.

The Ministry of 
Transportation wants 
an exemption to the 
Town of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake’s noise con¬ 
trol bylaw for resurfac¬ 
ing work on the Garden 
City Skyway, starting in 

The province plans 
to mill and pave a 2.3 
km. stretch of the bridge 
from Bunting Rd. in St. 


Catharines to east of 
Niagara Stone Rd. in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

The MTO advises 
there would be night¬ 
time lane closures to 


motorists and nearby 
residents. 

The corporate ser¬ 
vices advisory commit¬ 
tee unanimously 
approved a staff recom¬ 
mendation Monday to 
exempt the MTO from 
the town’s noise con¬ 
trol bylaw from 7 p.m. 
to 7 a.m. and all day 
Sundays. 

The work is expected 
to be completed by the 
end of November with 
most of the construc¬ 
tion taking place in 


August and 

September. 

Town staff reported 
that most of the noise 
will come from trucks 
hauling materials with 
back-up horns, gener¬ 
ators providing light¬ 
ing, and milling and 
asphalt machines. 

“The contractor will 
be required to mini¬ 
mize idling of con¬ 
struction vehicles and 
to maintain equip¬ 
ment in good working 
order,” staff reported, 
"... (And) monitor and 
investigate any com¬ 
plaints regarding con¬ 
struction noise.” 

The request goes to 
council for final 
approval next week.

Drinking and 
driving, dooring 
cyclists will have 
higher fines

Motorists convicted of 
driving while chatting or tex¬ 
ting on a handheld cellphone 
face three demerit points and 
fines of up to $1,000 under 
Ontario legislation intro¬ 
duced Monday. 

The province has already 
increased the $155 distracted 


driving fine to $280 as of 
Tuesday. The legislation, if 
passed, would increase the 
minimum penalty to at least 
$300 and as much as $1,000. 

The Keeping Ontario’s 
Roads Safe Act would also 
require drivers passing 
cyclists to keep a distance of 
at least one metre. 

The wide-ranging bill 
would make it illegal for a 
driver to enter a pedestrian or 
school crosswalk until it was 
completely clear, and would 
mandate that motorists slow 
down and move over for a 
stopped tow truck with flash¬ 
ing amber lights.

The CAA, cycling advo¬ 
cates and leaders in the truck¬ 
ing industry gave the bill the 
thumbs up. 

Transportation Minister 
Glen Murray said he's certain 
motorists will also support 
the legislation. 

“It's very clear to me that 
this works,” Murray said. “It 
will actually increase mobili¬ 
ty, it will reduce the pressure 
on automobiles, it will make 


it easier, create much better 
traffic flows." 

The proposed legislation 
absorbs many other bills 
brought forward by govern¬ 
ment and opposition mem¬ 
bers, and Murray is optimistic 
it will be passed by the Ontario 
legislature this spring. 

The OPP and coroner's 
office identified certain prob¬ 
lem driving behaviours as 
life-threatening and worthy 


of stronger deterrence mea¬ 
sures, Murray said. 

For instance, the bill jacks 
up fines for “dooring” — 
opening a vehicle door into 
the path of an oncoming 
cyclist — up to $1,000. 

"Distracted driving, drink¬ 
ing and driving, dooring—all 
of those are going to be treat¬ 
ed as very serious because 
they are," Murray said. "And 
they will be between $300 


and $1,000 — that moves 
them up to our highest cate¬ 
gory of fines.” 

He said the government 
will continue to work with 
transportation stakeholders, 
like the CAA, on other press¬ 
ing concerns like adult cyclists 
on sidewalks and drug-relat¬ 
ed driving impairment, 
although there is nothing in 
the bill that specifically 
addresses these issues.

More homes for quiet village of Queenston 


It's such a small development — a few 
new homes, or one house and five town- 
houses in what could be considered the 
centre of Queenston. 

It won’t make a whole lot of difference to 
a village that hasn’t changed much in recent 
decades. It is, however, a reminder of what 
could have been. 

Willowbank is now a National Historic 
Site of Canada. Built in the 1830s for 
Alexander Hamilton, its picturesque, natu¬ 
ral landscape, like the exterior of the build¬ 
ing, is designated for heritage preservation. 
The property has remained almost 
unchanged for more than 150 years, sitting 
at the top of a hillside overlooking the village 
of Queenston. 

Through the stories it tells, it serves as 
one of the many reminders in this town of 
the importance of local heritage to the his¬ 
tory of our country. 

But it wasn’t always guaranteed such an 
exalted place in the future of the village of 


Queenston. 

Over the decades, there have been 
attempts to develop the Willowbank prop¬ 
erty, those who wanted to see it a subdivi¬ 
sion, houses nestled on lots around a main 
building that could have served as a hotel or 
inn. There was even talk, within the last 20 
years, of demolishing the estate to make 
room for development if a purchaser 
couldn't be found. 

Through the vision of local preservation¬ 
ists, the grand estate and surrounding prop¬ 
erty was instead saved and in now a school 
of restoration arts—and a more fitting future 
could not be imagined. Even the little ele¬ 
mentary school, with a more recent history 
in the village, has been saved, now used as a 
second campus for Willowbank. 

If a few more homes in Queenston, a loss 
of a little greenspace, is the result of saving 
Willowbank and the surrounding property 
from development, it is indeed a small price

Closing 
historic 
school cuts 
off community 
from its roots 


DSBN Trustees: 

As president of the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Conservancy, a communi¬ 
ty organization with more 
than 500 members, which, 
for more than 25 years has 
had as its principal goal 
the safeguarding of the 
natural and built heritage 
of NOTL, I am writing in 
support of keeping 
Parliament Oak School 


Much has changed in 
our town over the last sev¬ 
eral years, as tourism and 
a shifting demographic 
have had their impact. 

The need to maintain 
balance and to keep this 
community alive for its 
residents has never been 
so important. There is 
nothing more vital to a 
town or symbolic of its 
future as a living commu¬ 
nity than the presence of a 
school. Families with 
young children will not 
choose to settle where 
school access is diffi cult. 

Closing the only school 
in a community cuts off its 
roots, ensures that its 
growth is stunted and 
places in doubt its future 
as a real place to live. 

Parliament Oak School 
is much more than just an 
historic building and an 
important green space in 


the centre of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

It is a meeting place for 
families, a cultural institu¬ 
tion, a very important his¬ 
toric site and its play¬ 
ground is an outdoor 
space where local resi¬ 
dents can hear the voices 
of children at play. 

Our community is also 
more than a collection of 
attractive buildings set on 
tree-lined streets - a post¬ 
card for tourists to admire. 
It continues to have fami¬ 
lies and a growing number 
of children, despite past 
school board decisions 
such as boundary changes, 
and ongoing staff asser¬ 
tions to the contrary. 

For these reasons and 
many others, at a recent 
meeting of the 
Conservancy board of 
directors it was unani¬ 
mously agreed that 


Parliament Oak School is a 
key piece of our Old Town 
community and of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
very early history as the 
Capitol of Upper Canada 
-witness the relief sculp¬ 
ture on the side of the 
school, marking a ‘sitting’ 
under a large Oak tree of 
Lieutenant Governor John 
Graves Simcoe’s Assembly 
and the passage of anti¬ 
slavery legislation, the first 
in the British Empire. 

The board consequent¬ 
ly directed me to commu- 

trustees who will make 
this important decision. 

We urge you to vote to 
keep our school open and 
to take the steps necessary 
to ensure an adequate 
population of children in 
the building.

On Feb. 25 it was clear that 
District School Board of 
Niagara (DSBN) trustees do 
not believe all NOTL is con¬ 
cerned about school do¬ 
lt was clear, trustees think 
it is just the Parliament Oak 
and Old Town community 
that is concerned about a 
600-plus student mega school 
on the Crossroads site. 

Yes - the Old Town area 
will feel the effects first ...but 
Virgil and St. Davids, you are 
close behind. 

The entire community will 
be affected by this change. 
Our community will lose a 
valuable asset forever. 

The Old Town area will 
feel the negative impact first: 

•Your real estate values (a 
reduction in your poten¬ 
tial buyer market - families 
will not consider your family- 
size home without a local 
school) 

•More cars crowding 
streets and more importantly 
taking our valuable parking 
spaces (as student employees 
will need to drive and park to 
get to work) 

•Employers will need to 
consider wage increases to

We need our busi¬ 
nesses, grandparents, new¬ 
comers, telecommuters, 
seniors. 

Tell the DSBN three right- 
sized schools are the only 
option and solution.

Energy Services 
Niagara, a subsidiary of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 


Energy, has sold off its 
water heater rental busi- 

NOTL Energy is a 
Town-owned, non-regu- 
lated company that was 
formed in compliance 
with Ontario Energy Board 
regulations, set up as a 
holding company. It owns 
NOTL Hydro and Energy 
Services, which took over 
the water heater rental 
business from NOTL 
Hydro. 

NOTL Energy will 
retain Energy Services 
Niagara for now, says 
president Bob Cheriton, 


with discussions expected 
later this spring to deter¬ 
mine its future. 

There is very little left 
of Energy Services, except 
that it has been billing 
NOTL water customers, 
but another recent change 
in legislation could mean 
that task could be carried 
out by NOTL Hydro, he 

“There is some clarity 
needed in the changes to 
regulations. But we may 
decide to ship that piece 
back to NOTL Hydro, and 
we could shut down 
Energy Services Niagara. 


We haven’t had that con¬ 
versation yet, but we will 
be exploring options.” 

The sale of the water 
heater rental portion of 
the business shouldn't 
change service in any 
way—there will be little or 
no impact on customers, 
says Cheriton. 

EnerCare, which has 
bought the business, will 
continue to rent about 
2,400 water heaters across 
the region. The company 
already owns more than 1 
million water heaters 
rented out to customers 
across the province, and 


is expected to grow the 
market in Niagara, he 
said. 

Meanwhile, EnerCare 
has an excellent reputa¬ 
tion for customer service, 
which will be of benefit to 
NOTL residents who were 
renting their water heat¬ 
ers from Energy Services. 

"Everything about the 
process will remain the 
same,” he said. 

The $3-million sale 
should net about $2 mil¬ 
lion for NOTL Energy, said 
Cheriton, after a credit 
line and lawyers’ bills are 
paid. And the Canada 


Revenue Agency will want 
its share of the $2 million. 

But when all is said and 
done, said Cheriton, 
“there should be a pleas¬ 
ant little stack of money 
as a result of this transac- 

Board members will 
have to explore opportu¬ 
nities to invest the remain¬ 
ing funds, he said, “so that 
the money can continue 
to grow and not disap- 

Recommendations on 
what to do with the money 
will ultimately be made to 
council to decide, he said.

The first step toward 
residential development 
for part of the former 
Laura Secord School site 
in Queenston was taken 
by the Town Monday. 

The school was closed 
in 2010 and the property 
was purchased by the 
Town, then sold to 
Willowbank School for 
Restoration Arts. 

Willowbank is using 
the former elementary 
school as a second cam¬ 
pus, and owns two other 
parcels to be rezoned for

A strip across the mid¬

Armstrong said his 
opinion is that since there 
are no townhouses in 
Queenston, "why intro¬ 
duce them? If you’re not 
sure what the majority 
wants, why not err on the 
side of caution?” 

Real estate does not 
sell quickly in Queenston, 
he says, and there is no 
indication that there is a 
demand for housing in 
the village. 

He fears if townhomes 
are to be pre-sold, they 
might not sell, and if the 
property remains unde¬ 
veloped for any length of 
time, a developer could 


walk away. 

The next design might 
not be so sympathetic to 
the village, but the zoning 
density will already be in 
place, he says. 

Lots for single family 
homes would be sold one 
at a time, meeting market 
demands, he says.

Battery 
collection 
will help 
fund two 
worthy causes

At 80 years old, liv¬ 
ing with die effects of a 
stroke he suffered five 
years ago, Jack Sinke 
says he doesn’t have a 
lot of time left to see his 
current project suc- 

He wants everyone 
in Niagara to have a 
convenient location to 
drop off their used 
alkaline batteries, 
which fetch about 35 
cents a pound. He 
plans to split the pro¬ 
ceeds between 

Community Care in St. 
Catharines and the 
Hotel Dieu Shaver 
Rehabilitation Centre, 
where he spent time 
recovering from his 

“I got such dedicat¬ 
ed care at Shaver, it 
made me want to 
get better so I 
could do some¬ 
thing to give 
back,” says 
Sinke. 

He has already 
raised about 
$30,000 by col¬ 
lecting scrap 
metal for the two 
organizations, 
but the batteries 
are really his 
focus now. He 

long-term proj¬ 
ect that can con- 

money long after 
he’s gone. 

“When I first 
started collecting 
beer bottles, 
wine bottles and 
pop cans, with 
some help from 
my young neigh¬ 
bours, I hoped to 


raise $2,000 a year,” he 

Then he was given 
an opportunity to pick 
up construction scrap 
metal, and before long, 
he was up to $30,000 
over five years. 

Now, his goal is to 
reach $200,000 a year. 

“I’m very handi¬ 
capped as a result of 
the stroke, but I'm 
determined to get this 
battery collection 
going. And I know my 
time is running out. I’ll 
do it for as long as I 
can, but I want this 
organized so that 
Community Care will 
take over for me when I 
can’t do it any more. 
Betty Lou Souter (of 
Community Care) has 
promised to keep it 
going for me.” 

Sinke has the battery 
bins made as needed— 
he has three different 
sizes, depending on 
where they’re going. 
There are six more of 
the largest, like the one 
he has at Minor 
Brothers on Niagara 
Stone Rd. in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake scattered 
around St. Catharines, 


and he would like to 
find a Virgil location as 
well. 

When he empties 
the bins, he takes the 
batteries to a recycler. 
The metal is recycled, 
the alkaline used as an 
ingredient in fertilizer. 

He has two high 
schools in St. Catharines 
on board, and hopes to 
add more—a school is 
an ideal place, since 
young people use so 
many devices that rely 
on batteries, he says, 
and he likes to involve 
young people in volun- 

He also is looking at 
churches, clubs and 
businesses—anywhere 
that would make it con¬ 
venient for people so 
they choose recycling 
over dumping batteries 
in the garbage. 

“If we can get the 
awareness of the com¬ 
munity, our success 
will be mind-boggling,” 
says Sinke.

When the Trinity College Choir 
performed at St. Mark’s two years 
ago, the concert was sold out. 

Chris Blake, executive director of 
Music Niagara, says choir members 
were anxious to come back—they 
were here for just a day, and wished 
they had stayed longer. 

This summer, St. Mark's Church 
and Music Niagara are partnering to 
bring the choir back. 

Originally just one concert was 
planned, the evening of Tuesday, 
July 15, but it’s already sold out, just 
through word of mouth, said Blake, 
so an additional performance will be 
offered the afternoon of Wednesday, 
July 16. 

“This is an amazing opportunity 
to see one of the world’s best choirs,” 
says Blake. 

St. Mark’s, he added, has a reputa¬ 
tion for presenting “the best music,” 
and has a special interest in choral 
and ecclesiastical music. 


“This is a natural partnership. We 
have been creating a great festival 
together here in town, and this is just 
another way to keep it going,” said 
Blake. 

There will be 400 tickets sold for 
the Wednesday afternoon concert, 
he said. 

The concert is being sponsored by 
local philanthropist Arthur Dalfen. 

St. Mark’s and Music Niagara staff 
and volunteers are tasked with look¬ 
ing after the musicians, about 36 of 
them, while they’re in town—billet¬ 
ing them at bed and breakfasts, mak¬ 
ing sure they’re well-fed and show¬ 
ing them the town.

Wright, who has also heard the 
choir in Cambridge, says their first 
appearance at St. Mark’s “was incred¬ 
ible.
